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The "Rights" of the nouie of Rep-
resentatives.

The country Is Informed from
Washington that the Representatives
In Congress, humiliated by the un-

questioned dominance exercised by
the Senate, Intend nt once to reestab-
lish and enforce their "rights" as
lawmakers.

We hope the report Is true.
At present the members of the

House, to whom Is- - entrusted the most
potent power of government the sole
authority to originate bills for the
raising of revenue are content to go
through the motions of doing their
duty. They pass bills whose authors
vote for them "with their eyes shut,"
and send them to the Senate to be
whipped Into shape. The Represen-
tatives have formed the hnblt of
neglecting their privileges and shirt-
ing their obligations. They have
come to depend, on the Senate to do
the wheel horse work the hard labor
of Inquiry and adjustment that must
precede the enactment of nny satis-
factory law. They send to the other
end of the Capitol Illogical, Incom-
plete and half digested bills, the prod-

uct of laziness and Innttcntlon. and
Impose on the Senators the labor of
bringing their provisions Into accord
with sound principles of government

'and existing commercial conditions.
To do this Is one of the '"rights" of
the House. It Is the "right" that the
Representatives have been most in-

sistent on exercising.
But the House has other "rights"

, which it may exercise If It wants to.
It has the right to accept Its powers
with sobriety, to conduct Its business
thoughtfully, and to give to the na-

tion well considered bills which the
Senate will not find It necessary to
rewrite beforo passage. It hns the
right to frame legislation In such a
way that the product of its processes
shall command respect and confine
tho Senate to the legislative place It
was originally designed to hold.

If the House wants to reform It
can; and tho reform It needs Is not
dependent on the members of any
body or nggrrgntion of bodies outside
Its own chnmber

Governor Whitman's Interest In the
Cr tiger Investigation.

If this one sentence from Governor
Whitman's telegram to District At-

torney Swann were read by Itself
It would convey an unfortunate Im-

pression :

"I am by no means satisfied with the
handling by the authorities of the In-

vestigation growing out of the murder
of Hutu Cnuaim."

But, pursuing the Governor's mes-
sage, which covers the sullent points
of stupidity or worse displayed by
certain policemen, we llnd that every
point Is one that hns been exposed by
the very Investigation with which the
Governor appears not to be satisfied.

We are glad that the Governor,
himself n criminal Investigator of
repute, Is Interested In the mntter;
but we do not believe that he hns
need to worry. The Mayor's Investi-
gation, conducted by the Commis-
sioner of Accounts, In no way blocked
the machinery of the District Attor-
ney's offlce. And this Investigation,
evidently designed to remove by com-

plete exposure the slnglu blot on the
present police administration as well
as to aid the ends of justice, appears
to be unsparing. The very digest
written by the Governor from tho
.newspaper reports Is evidence of the
depths to which the knife is sunk.

The public wants the truth about
the Crugcr case, and the technical
method of getting at It Is compara-
tively unimportant. After the truth,
no lenity for the criminal, no white-
wash for the cureless.

Shut the Up to Gossip.
In tho United States, ns In other

countries cngttgcU In war, the dally
gossip of tho street has assumed
Importance that calls for great care
on tho part of all of us In believing
and repeating what we hear, regard-
less of the source fom which It
comes. This Is true r.ot only of such
Important canards us tho circumstan-
tial report of n sen light off Helgo
land with n hundred or inoro ships

unk and our nnvnl hospitals filled
with wounded snllors, but also of less
vital tales passed from mouth to
mouth uutll they cover the whole
country, and from the very method
of their circulation defy the most
rnrnest efforts In deny them or ex
plnln them nwny.

The necessary secrecy surrounding
mlnWy movements, the tension tuv

der which all of us are living, the
unappeased avidity of everybody for
news, prepares the public mind to
receive yarns obviously false. Tales
that can be supported by a plausible
argument find ready acceptance, and
the multiplication of "proofs" as they
pass from person to person provides
substantiation for unfounded reports
that the most authentic accounts of
actual happenings might not be able
to muster. '

This credulity furnishes unexcelled
ground for the cultivation of un-

truths designed to Impair' our power
and divert our attention from mat-
ters that require nttentlon. This can
be accomplished by falsehoods that
apparently have little or.no bearing
on the war. The purpose of deliber-
ate liars engaged In the enemy propa-
ganda Is served by suspicions that
weaken our faith In the private mor-
als of persons In public place ns truly
as It Is by direct Impeachment of
their official acts. The establishment
of distrust and contempt prepares the
way for discord and division, and tho
destruction of unity Is one of tho Im
mediate objects of the alien agitators
among us.

Nobody can help hearing the atro-
cious scandals thnt are bandied about
In many enses by men and women
who have no consciousness of the
service they are performing for, our
enemy, but everybody can do some-
thing to break the chain of malicious
gossip. Lips closed against the ut-

terance of reports In support of which
no evidence can be produced will
provide an alibi for nny person when
the exposure of their falsity Is made:
and undoubtedly this will eventually
become a matter of material Impor-
tance, for as the war progresses the
authorities will unquestionably And
means. to punish the disloyal orlglnn-tor- s

of Injurious lies and their stupid
circulators.

A Profit Dictator Too?
Out of the mazes of the excess

profits provisions of the war revenue
bill, as rewritten by the Senate Fi-

nance Committee, tho render will sec
In dim outline emerging a figure more
owerful than Mr. Hooveb is poten-

tially or the Interstate Commerce
Commission Is In fact. The eecond
paragraph of Section 204 of the Sen-

ate measure says:
"The proportion between the excess

profits and the net Income in each trade
or business Shall be determined by the
Commissioner of Internal Revenue In
accordance with regulations prescribed
by him with the approval of the Sec-

retary of the Treasury."

Why do American business men
trouble their heads with the excess
profits, taxation soon to be Imposed,
with speculations ns to whnt this or
that clause of the complicated Senate
bill means, with vnguo attempts to
analyze the definition of capital as
"the fair average value of the assets
actually Invested less the
average amount of the liabilities In-

curred" and so on?
Why worry?
The proportion between the excess

profits and the net Income Is to be
determined by the Government; the
Government therefore will have to

tho net Income. To deter-
mine the net Income the Government
will have to determine the "capital"
and everything else thereto related.
You may bo In some doubt ns to how
much your business Is making, but
after tho Government gets through
you will bo In no doubt whatever.

The Secretary of tho Treasury will
approve the rules of the game. But
while It Is played let the business
man remember thnt ho Is present only
as n spectator.

The Critic and the Reviewer.
The death of a distinguished Amer-

ican critic of tho drama cannot but
stir many to reflection on tho man
himself, his writings, and the stage
which was his professional theme for
nearly half a century. Some will he
puzzled by the fact thnt his methods
are almost nt present,
although their loftiness of purpose Is
entirely unquestioned by most of
those who disagreed with their ap-

plication. Some will see in their dls- -

upl)enrunce proof of thnt decadence
which AVilliam Winter believed to
bo tho principal characteristic of the
modern drama.

Both those who are) puzzled and
those who are pessimistic fall to take
Into proper account changing condi-
tions. Was thero no trasli staged In
the days when Mr. Winteb began his
work, In the days of Eowin Booth
and Sir Henby Ibvino? Ixok over
old newspaper flies nnd see what
wretched melodrama and horseplny
farce were played between a Macbeth
nnd nn Othello, now much of thnt
stuff would ever so much as reach
production now? Thero are unclean
plnys on Broadway every present sen- -

son. Well, they are not new In their
unclennncss. A perusal of some earlier
favorites will convince nny one of
that.

With the spread of theatres and
the multiplication of plnys the edu-
cative power of the drama has been
extended to great numbers of persons
untouched by It In tho past. As a
result there hns taken plnco n read-
justment, and a very necessary one,
of the attitude of those who write
about tho theatre for public Informa
tion. The critic has been generally
displaced by the reviewer. What Is
the difference?

A critic Is rightly a person with
full and nuthorltntlvc knowledge of
his subject, who applies to selected
works of nrt certain severe nnd high
artistic tests. He Is acquainted with
the best stnndard of the particular
nrt with which ho deals. By those
standards ho measures subsequent
productions. If ho is u reully great
critic ho grows more liberal without
lessening his exactions, tils, measure
docai not remain linear, biit takes acJ

count of squnro and cubic feet In
other words, be notes tho fact that
failure In a given direction may be
offset by extension In another.

A reviewer may or may not have
the full knowledge and experience of
his subject possessed by tho critic.
Very often he hns. But tho reviewer
Is not a high priest. Ho Is a man of
keen conscience who alms solely to
tell the public enough about a play
or other production to enable It to
form a correct opinion ns to whether
It wants to see It or not.

The critic tells you whether a thing
Is good or bad nnd In what respects,
Judged by classic standards. A re-

viewer Is an honest mnn who de-

scribes what he has seen mainly with
the Idea of letting you decide' its
merits for yourself Inter.

Good critics are Indispensable.
They nre rnrcand but few are needed.
Good reviewers arc Indispensable.
They are many and we can never'
get too many of them. For good re-

viewers nre simply good reporters.
They educate us by starting us right
and compelling us to use our own
minds. Good critics furnish the nec-
essary check by compelling us to Jus
tify our own Judgments.

The Straddling Traitors.
In his speech nt Forest Hills yes-

terday Colonel Roosevelt said the
right, blunt thing about the crea-
tures who have developed from hy
phenates Into mornl traitors:

"Any man who now announces that
although he favors the United States
against Germany, yet he favors Ger-
many against England, Is a traitor to
America. There can be no half and.
half attitude In this war." .

And to England must be added, as
Mr. Roosevelt mode plain, every na-

tion with which we have Joined for
the purpose of whaling the Prusslnn
nnd his followers. Until this wnr Is
over every American who Is" against
the Junker butchers must be with
nnd for England, France, Russia,
Italy, Japan with nnd for every na-

tion down to the tiniest. Color nor
creed, history nor remoteness, may
stand In the way of the concerted
hunt of the great criminal. "Who-
ever now upholds or Justifies Ger-
many," ns Mr. Roosevelt said, 'Is an
enemy of the United States."

And ho Is nn enemy, nnd should
be treated as such, whether he mouths
his crookedness In n beer garden or
prints It in a foreign language news-
paper. In the latter form, as Mr.
Roosevelt pointed out, It Is most
dnngerous. If tho Government would
adopt Mr. Roosevelt's suggestion that
all newspnpejrs conducted In the lan-
guage of the enemy be required to
publish, column for column, nn exact
translation Into English of the text,
there would be less of disloyalty In
typo or there would be fewer for
eign language newspapers.

Hands Off Old Rod and Gun, Mr.

Sun has tolerated with amused Indif-

The Attacks on Our Transports.
Rejoicing nt the successful repulse

of two submnrlne nttneks on the
trnnsports cnrrylngTERSHiNo's army
will not obliterate the grnvo concern
with which Americans rend and re-

read Secretary Daniels's statement
of whnt occurred. Concerning the
necessity for rigorous censorship of
cnble Intelligence there is little to
sny; whether tha severest scrutiny
could prevent Information reaching
Berlin of tho despatch of troops Is
more than doubtful. The real ques
tion is ono of adequate protection In
every mile of the ocean passage.

Only by the uso of torpedo boat
destroyers can the greatest amount
of protection be provided. Destroy
ers hnve great speed nnd can pro
vide n smoke screen. Their light
draught makes them poor targets for
the underwater boats. The second
attack on our transports, made nfter
the destroyers had Joined n contin
gent, does not nppear from whnt Mr.
Daniels says to have Imperilled the
transports nt all:

"Not alone did the destroyers hold
the at a safe distance but their
speed also resulted In the sinking of one
submarine at least."

This was In marked contrast to
tho first assault, when tho transports,
set upon by night, were In such Jeop
ardy that no less than five torpe
does were counted speeding by stern
nnd bow. "The high seas convoy,"
using senrchllghts nnd heavy gunfire,
was successful In beating off tho at-

tack and "tho torpedo discharge be-

came Increasingly scattered and In
accurate."

Tho lesson would seem to be plnln
from this experience thnt nn nde--

quato destroyer escort must be pro-
vided for troop transports from the
moment they leavo this sldo of the
Atlantic. We hnve been blessed with
great good fortune In having got
I'EnsniNo'8 men to Franco without
nn initial loss of life.

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INSURANCE AND PENSIONS
FOR SOLDIERS.

The conference which tho Secretary
of tho Treasury, Mr. MoAdoo, has
opened at Washington on the subject
of possible Insurance for American
soldiers and sailors wilt bo watched
with Interest- - It appears that thero Is
some suggestion of such Insurance as
an alternative to pensions after the
war. Tho comparative advantages of
Insurance as against pensions and of
pensions over Insurance will be a sub-Jo- ct

for consideration by Congress, It
may bo, but In advanco of that or other
discussion ono point In regard to pen-
sions suggests Itself.

The granting of pensions to depend-
ents and relatives of our soldiers has
In tho past been attended by various
abuses. These aroso frequently from
the fact that there was no precise defi-
nition of tho extent to which the Gov-
ernment should go In granting pen-
sions. Now Insurance has a great su-
periority In this respeqt. An insur
ance policy is paynblo upon stated con-
ditions and to a stated person or per
sons, why should not pensions be
made so?

If tho Government is the
veterans of the present wnr or mem-
bers of their families thero is no ap
parent reason why tho extent of the
Government's undertaking should not
bo exactly prescribed In advance.

John Smith, we will suppose, enlists
In tho army. If tho Government Is
undertaking to Insure his life for a
specific sum the monoy will bo made
payable to John Smith, If he Is dis
abled, or to his wife, or mother, or
father, or children; or to his estate
Tho terms of tho matter are clear to
all concerned.

Again, let us suppose that the Gov
ernment has decided to pay pensions
as It has dono in the past.

When John Smith enlists and Is ac
cepted why cannot tho Government bo
Just as dennlto with him In respect of
n pension as it would bo in respect of
life Insurance? It could bo provided
by act of Congress that John Smith
should recclvo a pension for life upon
his discharge at tho conclusion of tho
war: that If disabled so as to reduce
or destroy his earning power ho should
receive n proportionately larger pen
sion. In the event of his death while
In tho military service of the United
States a pension of a stated amount
should bo payable to a person or per-
sons designated by him at tho time of
his enlistment. John Smith would thus
enlist with the heartening knowledge
that his wife, his mother, his father or
his children would recclvo the Govern
ment's bounty.

The enlisted man should be required
to designate a second person as pen-

sion bcneflclnry In caso tho first bene- -

flclarv should predecease him. Tnere
would havo also to bo provision. In the
cases of married men, for posthumous
children.

Some such method would Invest a
pension system with all the accuracy
of Insurance while retaining tho pe-

culiar annuity characteristic which
makes a pension so prized. Tho desig-

nation of benoflclnrles would prevent
tho advancing nf Improper pension
claims in years afterward. It would
remove nensions from politics ana do

a great safegunrd ngnlnst fraud. Per- -

THE PROBLEM OF
OF THE

Supply Vessels Follow the Fleet, Carrying Provisions anil General Storn
From Which to Draw ns Needed.

Tho recent inquiries which ap-

peared In Tim Sun as to what food
Is served to our sailor lads are most
opportune and aro well worth tho con
sideration of nil of our countrymen.

It Is a woll known fact that an
army travels on Its stomach, and It la
equally true of the navy, whero tho
food question Is ono of the most Im
portant factors with which tho Navy
Departmont has to deal. When ono
considers that a ship of war Is somo- -
tlmcs away from shore station for
months at a time, where tho usual
supplies of fresh meat, vegetables, and
wntor cannot bo secured, then It can
bo readily seen that tho problem of
feeding-- any naval forco Is ono that
requires consldcrablo knowledgo and
attention.

It used to be tho popular belief of
many people that all sailors of tho
navy had a fare consisting of salt
pork, ibeans, hardtack, coffee and a
few other articles and not much of
anything else. It is probably llttlo
known to tho maty Inland folks that
our sailor of y Is better fed than
any other In tho world, and ho has
plenty of food which Is well prepared
by cooks who aro enlisted for that
purpose.

Ono of the most Important prob
lems of a ship of war going1 into com
mission is the food supply. While
usually tho ships of y make
but few long cruises, unless they aro
proceeding on a roving commission,
ship stores Inst about two months.
Tho numerous supply vessels belong-
ing to tho navy follow tho fleet whllo
In homo waters and they carry
provisions and general stores which
may bo drawn when necessary.

Fresh moat nnd vegetables nro al
ways issuod to tho vessels when In
port, and they only draw on their sea
stores when they nre out of sight of
land nnd when their supply of fresh
vegetables Is exhausted.

Tho doting mothers of some of our
young men who havo entered tho ser-vi- co

of Undo Sam as seamen need
havo no fear that their sons will not
bo woll fed, for tho rations served at
sea nro as good if not better than they
received at home.

As a rulo the list of sea stores
which aro included consists of bread,
salt and smoked meats, canned vege-
tables, including beans, peas and
rice, canned, dried nnd prescrvod
fruits, tea, coffee and cocoa, condensed
and evaporated milk, buttor, salt,
sugar, popper, mustard, macaroni,
cheese, catsup and French dressings,
vinegar, sauerkraut, pickles, molasses
and spices. Theso aro among the.
articles which may bo Issuod each
week, but so arranged that tho sailor
will havo a different variety every
day.

For his Sunday meals ho may bo
served roast beef, bread, squash
canned), coffee with sugar and con-

densed milk, butter, tomato catsup,
cheese and canned fruit. On Monday
he may receive a ration mado up of
sugar cured linm, boiled rice, cocoa
with sugar and condensed milk, broad
nnd ibuttcr, and dried fruit, which may
bo either prunes or something of that
sort. With meals of this kind thero
surely Is no complaint to bo mado as
to tho food served.

Tho nnvy enlists men 'for tho rating
of cook nnd ono must be an adopt in
his lino and understand how to plan
for nny number of men. Ho must in
addition to a certain knowledgo of
cooking know tho food vdlucs of tho
different articles which ho handles.
Thoso men who hnve manned our
navy ns cooks aro always getting up
new and fnncy dishes and with tho
goods at hand often spring surprises
on tho men. Thoy nro just as good
housekeepers and probably moro so
than most women, nnd think twice
beforo throwing awny leftovors.

and beans nro generally served every
Saturday, and a sailor who has 0nreaten bean soup ft la navy will never
forgot It. Cooked in a bin KtMn,
kettle, with a. big hunk of canneil 'l
cornou oecr to give it a flavor, an.
eaten whllo hot with hardtack, it i

dish not easily forgotten.
Uut It remains for holidays and o-

ccasional Sundays for the sailors to get
in ciover, wnen tno cook ih feeling in
a good humor and serves to them
plum duff. This Is really a plum pud-
ding, but your truo sailor always
thinks It Is tho acmo of flno cooking,
bo It called plum pudding or plum
duff. This duff Is made of eggs, sugar,
butter, raisins and currants, flour and
water, and boiled for about nn hour
and n half In a powder bag. then
served hot with a milk and sugar
sauce. Brandy sauco is splendid for
this pudding, but ns sailors arc not
allowed to havo medlcinals like
brandy on board they must be con-te-

with tho butter sauce.
Tho different articles of food which

form tho rations served tho scamsn
aro very bountiful and generous. The
following tablo shows the average
quantity which is issued for 100 men
for ono wock: 822 pounds of bread,
S2S pounds of oil meats, 200 of canned
vegetables and 28 gallons of dry beans
and pens, 200 of canned, dried nnd
preserved fruits, 68 pounds of coffee,
tea and cocoa, It of condenned and
evaporated milk, about 00 of butter,
175 of sugar, 3 of mustard, 3 of pep-
per, 25 of salt and 25 of tomatofs,
Tho averago ration ranges from ono-hal- f

nn ounco up to a pound and
three-quarter- s, tho smallest quantity
being of tea, whllo tho largest Is of
vegetables.

Probably tho Navy Department's
greatest problom iwas tho supplying of
provisions to tho largo battleship fleet
which mado tho long trip around the
Horn to San Francisco ten years ago.
Tho fleet consisted of 16 battleships,
with n comploment of over 13,000 men,
and 6 torpedo boats, with a comple-men- t

of about 450 men, or a grand
total of 13,800 men. To provision such
a Moot required moro than 6,5yO,000
pounds of provisions of various sorts,
not counting thoso articles that como
by tho dozen, gallon or can.

Tho abovo quantity was purchased
to cover enly the flvo months trip to.San
Francisco. In this particular lnstanre
thero wero purchased for use of the
fleet the following list of provisions
